Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  duty  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district 
for  the  year  1958. 


During  the  year  there  were  136  cases  of  notifiable  diseases 
(exclusive  of  Tuberculosis)  as  compared  with  238  for  the  previous 
year.  This  fall  appears  almost  entirely  to  have  been  due  to  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles. 


There  were  six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  and  one 
death  from  this  disease.  While  these  figures  show  an  increase  over 
those  for  the  previous  year  it  should  not  be  thought  that  tuber¬ 
culosis  is  increasing  in  the  area,  as  the  importation  of  labour  into 
the  Brad  well  area  for  the  construction  of  the  Power  Station  was 
responsible  for  the  increase.  Great  efforts  are  being  made  by  the 
hospital  authorities  with  their  mobile  X-ray  unit  to  detect  cases 
in  their  early  stages  when  treatment  is  relatively  easy  and  almost 
uniformly  successful.  I  do  hope  a  real  effort  will  be  made  by 
everybody  to  have  their  chests  X-rayed  when  an  opportunity 
next  presents  itself. 


During  the  year  I  have  received  a  number  of  complaints  as  to 
smells  in  various  areas  of  the  district  and  these  have  often  proved 
elusive  and  difficult  to  deal  with.  On  each  occasion,  however, 
I  have  found  the  utmost  willingness  of  those  concerned  to  co¬ 
operate  in  their  reduction  or  abatement,  and  there  is  no  evidence 
that  they  have  caused  any  injury  to  health. 
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The  death  rate  for  your  district  after  correction  is  10.6  per 
thousand  as  compared  with  11.7  for  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales. 


The  birth  rate  at  16.4  per  thousand  is  the  same  as  the 
national  average. 


It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  have  been  23  more  births 
than  deaths  in  the  district  throughout  the  year  and  it  would 
appear  that  the  native  population  is  at  last  beginning  to  increase. 


Once  again  I  have  to  express  my  thanks  to  your  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  support,  and  to  the  Council  for 
their  help  and  advice.

Refuse. 

A  weekly  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  contractors  in 
the  parishes  of  Southminster  and  Tollesbury. 

The  remaining  parishes  are  serviced  monthly  for  the  collection 
of  tins  and  bottles  by  private  contractors  and  direct  labour.  (The 
Council  approved  a  scheme  to  allow  for  a  fortnightly  refuse 
collection  from  these  parishes  to  commence  April,  1959.) 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Council  operates  a  rat  destruction  scheme  and  employs 
a  full  time  rat  catcher. 

Work  is  carried  out  on  farms,  domestic  premises  and  Local 
Authority  undertakings  such  as  tips,  sewage  works  and  sewers 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  1,360  visits  were  made  by  the  rat  catcher 
on  treatment  work.  In  addition  to  the  treatment  work,  inspec¬ 
tions  are  regularly  carried  out  throughout  the  area.

By  the  end  of  1958  a  piped  water  supply  from  the  mains 
owned  by  the  District  Council  was  available  to  96  per  cent 
of  the  population.
